Printer’s Face and Says Pun- 
ishment Was Not Enough. 


Dr. Jesse R. Robinson of 5896 Del- 
mar.boulevard told Judge. Kimmel in 
Municipal Police court Saturday that 
he is preparing to file a divorce suit 
against Manette Thiel Robinson. 

This announcement followed the 
trial of David Comann, a printer, 
whom Robinson attacked and beat, 
when he found Comann in Mrs. Rob- 
inson’s company at the Robinson 
home at midnight Thursday. Judge 
Kimmel fined Comann $100 on a tech- 
nical charge of disturbing Robinson’s 
peace. 

Dr. Robinson, who is a dentist, ath- 
lete and a lieutenant in the First In- 
fantry N. G. M., appeared as a wit- 
ness against Comann. 

Judge Denounces Printer. 

At the conclusion of the trial Judge 
Kimmel turned to Comann and said: 
The condition of your face shows that 
you have been severely punished, but 
you have not been punished enough. 
You are lucky to have escaped with your 
life. I will fine you $100. There also is a 
voman in this case of whom I would 
like to express my, opinion.“ 

Dr. Robinson testified that when he 
returned home from the First Regiment 
Armory at midnight he found the outer 
door of his apartment barred on the 
inside. It took him several minutes to 
force open the door. As he ‘entered 
he heard someone running down a rear 
staircase. He followed, captured Co- 


mann and beat him. 


Here Dr. Robinson gave details of the 

fight not heretofore made public. 
Dentist Beat Man Twice: 

„After I had beaten this man,“ he 
sald, he pleaded with me to let him go 
back to my apartments and wash the 
blood from his face. Keeping a tight 
grip on his collar, I took him to the 
bathroom. After he had washed his 
fage my anger got the better of me and 
I beat him a second time right there in 
the bathroom.” 

Mrs. Robinson was not in covrt and 
her name was not mentioned in her hus- 
band's testimony. 

Comann testified he met and was in- 
troduced to Mrs. Robinson in a cafe at 
Sarah and Morgan streets Thursday 
afternoon, and accepted her invitation 
to call-on her in the evening. At that 
time, he said, he did not know she had 
a husband. 

Since the encounter the Robinstons 
have separated. Mrs. Robinson is now 
at the home of her sister, Mrs. M. C. 
Co'lins at 456 Laclede avenue. She told

Jury Finds Former Tulsa So. 
ciety Woman Not Guilty of 
Complicity in Killing.

BARTLESVILLE, Ok., Jan. 31.— Mrs. 
Laura M. Reuter was found not guil- 
ty of complicity in the murder of her 
husband, Charles T. Reuter, by a jury 
in the District Court here today. This 
was Mrs. Reuter’s second trial, the 
first one, last autumn, having result- 
ed in a conviction carrying a sen- 
tence of life imprisonment. 

Mrs. Reuter sat unmoved while the 
verdict was read. She had been ii) 
throughout the trial, which lasted 
more than a week and had heard the 
evidence and arguments while lying 
on a cot in the courtroom. The case 
was given to the jury late yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mrs. Reuter, who formerly was a so- 
cial leader in Tulsa, was charged witb 
conspiring with Guy D. MacKenzie, a 
wealthy Tulsa contractor, Grover Bal- 
lew, MacKenzie’s chauffeur, and Joseph 
Baker, a friend of Ballew, to murder 
her husband, an attorney. Reuter was 
shot and killed in his home in Tulsa on 
the night of May 6, 1912. 

A week later MacKenzie, Ballew and 
Baker and Mrs. Reuter were arrested, 
charged with plotting to murder Reuter. 

Ballew, in a signed confession, said 
that MacKenzie had paid. Baker $200 to 
“put Reuter out of the way,” and that 
he, Ballew, drove the murder car in 
which Baker rode to the ‘Reuter home to 
shoot the attorney. 

MacKenzie and Baker were convicted 
and are in the penitentia:y. Ballew was 
shown leniency because of evidence he 
gave for the State.

The Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago & St. Louis Railroad, known as 
the Panhandle, a the Pennsylvania 
company, are named in one joint indict- 
ment and a separate indictment in ad- 
dition is returned against the Pan- 
handle. 

Swift & Co. may be liable for fines of

charged that the packing company ob- 
tained concessions from the published 
carload rates of the Chicago « North- 
Western road and the Ann Arbor Rail- 
road Co. on various shipments from Chi- 
cago to points on the Ann Arbor road. 
The concessions were obtained, it is 
said, by obtaining carioad rates on less 
than carload shipments. 

The indictments against the Pennsyl- 
vania Lines and the Panhandle concern 
alleged rebate to W. H. Merritt Grain 
Co. of Chicago. The charges are that 
the Pennsylvania Lines east of Pitts- 
burg, which include the Panhandle Sys- 
tem, rebated to the Merritt firm by al- 
lowing car switching charges which had 
been outlawed and some of which were 
10 years old.

and Ends Life. 

William Brenkan, 57 years old, shot 
himself in the right temple at his home, 
2315 Randolph street, at 9:45 a. m.

‘**T’ve got to fight or I'm lost,’ I said 
to myself. I screwed up my nerves and 
decided to die of fatigue but not to 
drown. 

“Then of a sudden the boat slipped 
over on her side. I was hanging to the 
rail and the first thing I knew I was 
sitting on the side of the ship—not on 
the deck, mind you—on the side. 

“A splash of water strengthened me. 
I looked down and I saw the letters 
‘roe,’ the last syllable of Monroe, stand- 
ing out as bright as day from the side. 

Now,“ I said to myself, ‘I'll swim,’ 
before I understood what the letters 
meant. 

In a few moments cclered men be- 
gan to crawl along the side of the ship. 
Then I sat down and they sat down. 
There must have been 15 of them sitting 
around me on the side of the ship. 

“I want to say that I have seén a lot 
of brave men in my days—my people 
were seafaring men—but never in my 
life have I seen such stoical courage 
as these black men showed. There they 
sat as unconcerned about themselves as 
if they were sitting on dry land. I 
decided that I had better get rid of 
my trousers. Off they went with 347 
in the pockets. I never gave the money 
r thought—until later. 

In a few minutes a great light be- 
gan to shine above us. It broke through 
the fog that surrounded us and showed

“Suddenly a shriek came from the 
rapidly sinking ship.

Two 
of the black men jumped to their feet. 

Good God, captain,’ one of them 
said, we've got to get that lady and 
her little children.’ 

She was of 
the steerage and in the twinkling of an 
eye her groans were drowned as the 
waves washed over the ship. 

“We finally realized that the light 
beaming over our heads was the search- 
light on the Nantucket and we began to 
shout to her to lower the lights. They 
were never ‘lowered, but turned out to 
sea. Some of those on my raft thought 
the light was that of a lighthouse on 


the shore and we were being washed in. 


The Monroe died hard. The propellers 
were still going and we were being 
washed toward the Nantucket. 

“After a little I saw a lifeboat and 
began to shout to those in charge of 
her to come our way. She evidently 
feared that she would be sucked in by 
the ship because she veered away from 
Us. 

“Then I decided that if I were going 
to be saved I would have to leave that 
ship. As the waves washed against 
me I took one long stroke and went 
away from her. My leaving was the 
signal for a general exodus from the 
ship. All the black men followed my 
lead. 

J got near the boat but a man on 
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who had none and, after being washed 
into the water, saved himself by seizing 
a floating ladder. 

Miss Ally McCombs, a member of the 
Macaria Theatrical Company, was in a 
lifeboat with a West Indian negro whe 
lost his head and grabbed Miss Mo- 
Combs’ hair. He had to be beaten al- 
most into insensibility before he would 
free the woman. 

C. H. Davids told how a frenzied ne- 
gro standing upon the sinking Monroe 
askeg another negro for a pocket knife, 
cut his own throat from ear to ear and 
then fell into the sea. Though some of 
the negroes lost their heads in the end, 
there was notable commendation of their 
conduct generally.

NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—Complete reor- 


ganization of the system of railroads 
originally known as the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific lines, including the abo- 
lition of its two holding eompanies 
known as the Rock Island Co. of New 
Jersey and the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pagific Railroad Co. of Iowa, is likely 
to be announced soon. 

Lawyers representing the system are 
at work on the details, which probably 
will: be submitted for ratification to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Rock 
Island stocks were weak on the ex- 
change today. 

When these plans are carried out they 
will leave but one company where three 
now exist and the management and op- 
eration of the system will be under con- 
trol of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pa- 
cific Railway Co., an Illinois: corpora- 
tion. 

It has been known for some time that 
the leading interests in these lines con- 
templated the abolition of the holding 


companies tn conformity with the wishes 
of the administration at Waslington. 
In abolishing them it wil! be necessary 
to provide for other issues of securities 
in place of the four per cent collateral 
bonds of the Iowa Corporation and the 
stocks issued by the New Jersey Cor- 
poration.

THE CLUTCH OF CIRCUMSTANCES. 
IRCUMSTANCES, as Leighton 
& Graves Osman represents it as 
operating in gud around New 
York, has the clutch all right, 
and is in pretty good working order even 
in a Massachusetts village where the 
story has its beginning. 

The first link in the chain, as far as 
the chain affects the happiness and des- 
tiny of the story’s principals, is forged 
when John Lawson, prosperous young 
village merchant, buys a horse that 1s 
not to be trusted. The horse runs away 
und injures John Lawson so badly that 
for two years his mind is a blank. His 
wife, Ruth Lawson, goes to New York 
to get work. On the train an acquaint- 
ance is struck up with Lory Williams, 
an actress. That leads to an acquaint- 
ance with a theatrical manager and to 
success on the stage for Ruth Lawson 
efter she has failed very completely to 
make a living at anything else. 

That is where circumstance begins to 
clutch in earnest. The manager falls in 
love with Ruth without knowing 
that she has a husband. An opera- 
tion restores John Lawson. The famil- 
iar triangle looms up and there is a 
clash between the puritanical husband 
and the manager, who is not at all 
puritanical, but whose regard for Ruth 
Lawson is on a higher plane than his 
affairs of the sort are usually placed. 

The triangular affair works out as 
well as could be hoped for, with John 
Lawson the sort that he is, and works 
out, too, as such a triangle would prob- 
ably work out in life. If John Lawson 
had been more noble and less warped by 
puritanical traditions, it might have 
worked out more acceptably to the 
reader who is not quite as ready as ths 
author to condone the past of another 
man. 

The book pictures darkly the periſs 
that beset young women dependent upon 
themselves in New York, but not more 
darkly, it can we be credited, 
than the facts warrant. The character 
drawing is excellent. No fault need be 
found except with the author’s ten- 
dency to treat too lightly moral delin- 
queney- and overemphasize extenuating 
circumstances and make unconventional 
characters too attractive by stressing 
their kind-heartedness.

A hitherto-staid pro- 
fessor of drama is drawn into no end 
of compromising situations and the au- 
thor has him tell about them, in the 
form of an autobiography, with unfall 
ing humor of a distinctly sprightly and 
likeable sort. ; 

The mystery remains a mystery, be- 
yond the reader’s power to unravel, un- 
til it suits the Butterfly to solve it, 
whereupon it is passed along by the 
professor, in unchanged humorous vein, 
to the reader. 

The Author might have made two sto- 
ries of it, one the usual mystery yarn 
with humor lacking and the other the 
usual humorous skit with everything 
else lacking, but, after all, what’s the 
matter with combining them? Webster 
has shown that there is nothing at all 
the matter with doing so, as long as one 
can do it well, as he has done. (Apple- 
ton.)

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OF SCREENING BILL 


Delegates Would Force Exemp- 
tion of Wholesale Produce 
Men From Ordinance. 


The House of Delegates voted Friday 
night to override Mayor Kiel’s veto of 
the bill exempting wholesale produce 
merchants from the screening ordinance, 
20 to 6 The Mayor had vetood the bill 
in the afternoon. 

The bill once passed the House by a 
solid vote and the Council with only one 
dissenting vote, but Mayor Kiel vetoed 
it on the advice of Health Commissioner 


Starkloff and members of the Consum- 
ers’ League. The veto message said it 
was in the interest of sanitation and the 
public health to make the scregening or- 
dinance apply equally to wholesalers, 
hucksters and other retailers, The 
Mayor stated also that the State law 
forbade the exposure of unscreened pro- 
duce and fruit, and would apply even if 
the city attempted to exempt the com- 
mission men. 

Commission merchants, at a recent 
hearing before the Mayor, declared it 
was impracticable to comply with the 
ordinance requiring screening and the 
elevation of produce 18 inches above the 
sidewalk, and said the screening pro- 
vision was not enforced against the pro- 
ducer or shipper. 

The bill will not become an ordinance 
unless two-thirds of the Council votes to 
pass it over the veto.

You know how quickly automobiles 
get out of date; how you go out on a 
five days’ trip with a brand-new car 
fitted with the very latest thing in gov- 
ernors, and come back home to find 
that formerly they used to make cars 
with governors but that no one was 
pretending to do real automobfling now- 
adays without pneumatic control. You 
know how funny last year’s body looks 
and what a joke it is to have sight- 
feeds instead of automatically regulated 
oilers.

When 
you have finished studying that chart 
you will feel pleased and graceful that 
your engine eber runs at all. How they 
can make engines which can steer !n 
between those 200 causes of trouble and 
keep going is to me one of the wonders 
of. science. 

Our automobile was an Empress. It 
acted like one—a broken-down empress 
with a bad past and a purely honorary 
job. The gloomy mechanic that looked 
her over when she came and who took 
great pleasure in being discouraged, told 
me she was made of tin and paint in 
equal parts and that she would never 
run on the high speed except downhill.

She had every automobile trouble 
known to man and a good many myste- 
ries besides. Her water jacket leaked. 
Her fan belt slipped off. Her magneto 
was a wreck and her gear box sounded 
like nine gold watches being ground up 
in a cornsheller.

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John Henry, Illinois Fugitive, 
Unaware of Crime Until He 
Saw Post-Dispatch Story. 


HURRIES FROM ST. LOUIS 


Buys Working Suit and Beats 
Way Home on Blind Baggage; 
Wife in House With Him. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JACKSONVILLE, III., Jan. 31.—John 

Henry, murderer of three persons at 

Woodson, who returned to his home last 


says the first knowledge he had of his 
crime last Tuesday night was when he 
read a story about ft in the St. Louis 


| Post-Dispatch. After grasping the sig- 


nificance of the story he immediately 
boarded a train and returned home. 

When he was seen in his cell, Henry 
refused to discuss hig wanderings, say- 
ing that hia head hurt and he did not 
want to talk until he felt better. Rela- 
tives, however, told his story as it 
was related to them last night, when 
they were awaiting the arrival of the 
Sheriff to surrender him. 

He said he first realized where he 
was when a woman asked him if he was 
sick. He was then lying in a bunk in 
a 10-cent lodging house in St. Louts. 
He does not know where the place is, 
but says it was the cheapest looking 
place he ever was in, with bunks ar- 
ranged along the sides of the walls. 
The keeper of the place told him ae 
had been there a night and a day and 
offered to help him if he was ill. He 
teld her he was all right and shortly 
afterward arose from his bunk. 

Sees the Story of His Crime. 

He started to telephone’ from the 
lodging house to his brother in East 
St. Louis, he said, and when standing 
at the telephone saw a copy of the 
Post-Dispatch on a table and was at- 

d by the headlines which told of 
his crime. Dropping the telephone re- 
ceiver, Henry seized the paper and read 
with growing horror the account of the 
murder of two men and a baby. 

Dazed and terrified he left the place. 
His clothing was dirty and bedraggled 
and he stopped at a store near the lodg- 
ing house and purchased a pair of over- 
alls, shirt, cap and shoes. He changed 
his attire in the back of the store and 
then went to Venice by interurban. 
There he boarded the evening Alton 
train and rode blind baggage to Murray- 
ville, where he got off the train and 
walked three miles through the storm 
to his home near Woodson. 

Takes a Train for Home, 

He was met at the door by his broth- 
er, Jess Henry of Hast St. Louis, a 
commission man at the National Stock- 
yards, who had come to Woodson after 
the tragedy. 

“This is an awful bad night out in 
the cold and snow,” the fugitive said. 
Won't you let me come in and stay 
tonight? I want to give myself up to- 
morrow.” 7 

Mrs. Henry, whom her husband is said 
to have tried to kill before he shot the 
others, was in the house, but Henry 
was admitted and made no effort to 
molest her. 

After hearing, the story of the re- 
turned fugitive, Jesse Henry telephoned 
to Sheriff Rogers here and said he 
would guard his brother until morning. 
The Sheriff went to Woodson on an 
early morning train and was met at 
the Woodson depot by John Henry, in 
charge of his brother. The prisoner 
was in jail within an hour. 

Many residents of Woodson waded 
through the deep snow to see the de- 
parture, but there was no offer of vio- 
lence. 

Fugitive Left No Trace. 

Henry quarreled last Tuesday with his 
wife, from whom he had separated, and 
when he threatened her, her brother, 
Charles E. Ezard, interfered. Henry 
shot and killed Ezard and then went 
away. Later he appeared at the home 
of Constable Everett E. Crain, with 
whom he was friendly. He called Crain 
to the door and shot and killed him. 
Howard Crain, a young son of the Con- 
stable, came to the door and he was 
killed also. Effort to trail Henry with 
bloodhounds had failed. 

The three persons who were killed by 
Henry were buried yesterday.
